CETA Employees Repair, 
Remodel COOR Buildings 


COOR Intermediate School District's new head- 
quarters at Pioneer Hill Sports Park near Roscommon 
have been undergoing extensive repair and remodeling 
since the complex was acquired in December, 1974. 

The work is being supervised by CETA employees 
Frank Kaunitz, Michael Kujat and Hoy McDonald, who 
were assisted during the summer months by some 27 
members of the work experience youth program. 

Projects completed to date include reshingling the 
roof and insulating the log club house that houses 
business offices and data processing equipment. Work 
experience program members, ages 14 to 21, assisted 
in this project as well as cleaning up the area, mowing 
grass, cutting and piling firewood, cleaning up around 
the farm buildings, with many learning the basics of 
the carpenter trade. 

At the present time the three CETA employees, 
two of them, Kaunitz and Kujat, experienced 
carpenters. are repairing the adult residence facility 
and the old toboggan house. The project included 
moving the carpenter shop from the basement of the 
club house to the basement of the residence facility 
where new beams were installed. Rebuilding a block 
wall and replacing 76 lites of glass in windows in the 
old toboggan house was accomplished with the aid of 
NYC workers. 

The club house remodeling project, still under- 
way, includes a new front entrance and door, new 
paneling, new reception room, a new office, office 
partitions and a new heating unit; according to Jack 
Gretzinger, COOR Superintendent.
